Washington, May 2-li — There wa.s a 
lapse into sensational yvav juniors iu 
Washington to-dny after a. week of com- 
parative quietudi.'. Itiiniors ranh'od all 
tlu! way from the eaptiirc of the iittlL- 
Aliingrove with a crew of thirteen men, 
to tlie reported destruction of the en- 
tire Spahisb fleet by Sampson's and 
.Schley's comblne<} forces. These were 
circulated with persistence iiotwitlistaiid- 
ing denials as soon us they could be 
brought to the attention of any ufflciul 
capable of passing iudgmo'nt on their 
accuracy. As the day rolleil aloii;^ tlio 
oIlicialK theuisclvcs became aijpreiieiisive, 
as was shown hy the frequency with 
>vhii'li they called for the latest newspa- 
per bulletins. At tlie closdof the dnj-, 
however, it was again announced in tlie 
most i)ositive manner tluit theMiary de- 
partment had no information to warrant 
the report of any sort of ongUKement 
in the Windward passage. Tliis did not 
speciUcally deal with the matter of the 
West Indies, but in view of Llie fact 
that tlie departnieut has almost pledged 
itself to let tJie public know of aiiy- 
tliiiif? in the nature of a general en);a^'"e- 
meiit possibly the bulletin aiiiioiiu'x'mciit 
is sulllcient to cover the case. This, 
made at tJ:."55 this afternoon, wa^ as fol- 
lows:

Three Big Transports Sail From San 
Francisco To-day— Situation at 
Manila Desperate. 

San I'rancisco, Jfay 21.— l''our com 
panics of the llth Tnfaniiy. refiulars, 
the full regiment of Oregon voliiiitei?rs, 
and a picked battliou of liftv Californi;i 
heavy artillery, left the Presidio to-dav 
and boarded lli(> transports City of Syd- 
ney and Australia, i>rcparator.v tostiiit 
iiig for Manila, .\boul iioou two steam- 
ers left the ilocks and anchored out in 
the stroani near the Cily of I'ekiiiir. 
There the tinishing touches will he :,'ivcn 
to the cargoes of the transiiorts, and to- 
morrow morning the three big steamships 
will start for Manila. 

Xew Orleans, May 24.— The ISth niid 
2:jrd n.'KimeiitH of infantry and the ulli 
regiment of cavalr.v, which have bo,'ii 
caiiiiieil at the fair gronmlK, left tliis 
afternoon, tlie former two regiments for 
the I'hilippines via San J'^rancisco and 
the later for Mobile. Tlie 18th and 2:5 rd 
Regiments are 1,220 strong and the eev- 
alry number 012.

London, May 2-t. — Lord Wolseh'y, the 
coiumander-iu-chief of the British army, 
in- conversation, with- on Amerienii ■ to- 
day said: "The United -States would 
make a mistake in attempting, to ijivade 
Gubii AV'itli volunteers -who. are ilot, fully 
drilled and disciplintni. If that" was done 
the United States .might expect heavy 
reverses wh<*lt these troops encountered 
tlie traiue*! Spnnisli troops on land. It 
would be !L ^jrave error to underestimate 
the strength of the advorsarics of :he 
Auieiicuu troops. It would cause luc 
regret to se(? tlie Aiiioricans even tem- 
porarily beaten as all my syniiiarliies are 
witli them. 

"It is fortunate for the United .StatVs 
that this war is not with a lirst class 
power for it is evident that in siuli an 
encouiitor they would be badly beaten 
at the beginning, though I believe the 
Americans are able to beat oily 'nation 
iu the long run." 



A VILliGE BURNED. 



Fire Destroys the Houses on the 
Kyuesseu Indian Reserve 
on Cowichan Flats. '■■ 



An Oltl ami Helpless Woman Loses 
Her Life iu Midst of 
the Flames. ' 



While the Indians from the ICynossen 
reservation were hero in Victoria enjoy- 
ing the celebration, (ire swept away their 
homes and turnetl their joy into mourn- 
ing, for* not only were -thC' houses dcs- 
troyodi but a. woman of tlie' tribe"- Avas 
burned to death. The ICynessen reserve 
is near 'JV.onlialiiu mountain, Cowi'-'hau 
llats aud the members of the little com- 
munity ^number about a - hundred. . On 
^londay th'e village 'was deserted' by all 
but an old and feeble woman who was 
iiualile to accoinp;iiiy her friends to the 
city, and then.' were also one or two 
other people looking after her. From 
some nnknowu cause lire -broke out in 
the cabin in which was the old woman, 
and soon the whole line of houses in 
the little, reserve were ablaze; There 
w ere probably in all 27 or 28 houses, in- 
cluding the big ranclierie, and though 
people in the siirro-undiug district "riisli- 
ed to the .rescue they 'Avei:e lihilble to 
stay tlie course of .the flames. Dr. T>. 
llelinckeu happened to be on Tzonhaliiu 
mountuin at the time and saw the lire. 
The iiiarm, ho says, was given and peo- 
ple mil 'as (piickly as possible to help 
hut it was all to no purpose. Of course 
the Indians heiiig practically wards of 
tlie Indian deiuirtinent the loss will not 
fall so heavily on tlieiii as it . would on 
the inhabitants (jf a white village, but 
even then it i.-^ a very surious thing for 
the Indians.

Tlie 
flnisiiing toUclies wcie given to the sup- 
plementary estimates and the Montreal 
liurbor loan was considered. The im- 
portaut ijuestiou oC the Yukon ruihvay 
propositim was discussed, but liual de- 
cision was reserved antil to-morrow. It 
is said to-night, however, that the ma- 
jority of members are opposed to doing 
anythiug this year. 

The government will not suggest any 
sum to parliament as indemnity to 
Mackenzie & Mann for the uon-ratilica- 
tion o£ the Yukon railway contract by 
parliament. Instead it has been decided 
to grant them a fiat so tliat they may 
enter suit against the government in the 
Exchequer court for tho amount o£ their 
alleged loss, so that they may p.'ove be- 
fore Judge Burhidgo the actual loss tliey 
have sustained. . 

Canadian registrars oC shipping and 
agents of the marine department have 
been notified by governuieut circular that 
attempts may be made by agents of bel- 
ligerents to purchase Canadian coal 
laden ships and send them to sea for war 
purposes. Itegistrars and agents must 
therefore report any suspicious move- 
ments in that direation anil changes m 
registered ownership ot vessels at any 
Canadian port. . 

There was a great military review hero 
this morning by the Governor-General. 
The usual royal salute was fired at 
aoon. To-night a state dinner was given 
in the Government House in honor of 
Her Majesty's birUuluy, followod l.y !i 
reception at which nearly a thousand 
people were present. 

EASTERN CEI.KBRATIONS. 

An Amrican Town Joins la— Too Much 
Rain at Montreal— The Woollbiiie 
Races. 

Niagara Falls, May 24.— The colebra 
tion of the Queen's blrthdiay liere to-day 
was remarkable from the fact that it 
was participated in by residents of the 
American city across the river, where for 
tlie first time in the history of tJie Unit- 
ed St:itc3 the day was observed as a 
holiday, out of compliment to the peo- 
ple of this town and reciprocating the 
kindly feeling shown by Canadiims when 
a company of troops from American 
towns started for tlie front the other 
day. The mayors of the two towns met 
on- the bridge and exchanged compli 
ments and international courtesies^ 
Badges representing the Union Jack and 
Stars and Stripes are worn by every 
body.

THE PLANS OF SPAIN. 

Washington Puzzleil by Conflicting Re- 
ports from Madrid and Disbelieves 
Them All. 

Washington INIay 24.— When Secretary 
Long started lor home lie state<l to a 
groui) of newspaper men that tho dt^ 
partnie^it has received no information of 
importance. In response to an inuuiry 
as to where the Spanish tleet was locat- 
ed Mr. Long replied that in his belief 
it was still at Santiago do Cuba. Con- 
cerning the rt'iiorted capttire of the Man- 
grove and lo.s.s of other ships the secre- 
tary dismissed these stories as purely 
conjectural and not .supported by facts. 
Word Lud come from the commiuider of 
tiio Mangrove since the time of the al- 
leged capture showing that the ship 
c;()uld not have been in the hands of the 
Spanish. Mr. Long paid a handsome 
tribute to the war board ami stated 
that tlit'l'O was Jio j,iiirnoso whatever of 
ohaiighig tho present fty.stoM whereby 
this boiird co-operated with him in giv- 
ing every possible assistance and advice, 
mamly in tlie way of information, to 
admirals in command. The odlce of the 
war board, the secretary pointed out, 
was not to fight battles. That was ex- 
clusively the province of the squadron 
commanders. The hoard acted merely 
in an advisory way, and at no time bail 
assumc-il executive functions. 

The Spaniards appear to bo making 
ready for something more than a de- 
cisive campaign at home', or at least 
they are trying to create that impres- 
sion. The navy department now has 
from its own sources reports of the 
greatest activity in the Spanish navy 
yards and the preparation for seat and 
for a long voyage of two of the torpedo 
boat destroyers. It is given out that 
they nro to join Corvera immediately 
when his squadron enters Cadiz harbor. 
Possibly this statement is made with 
the deliberate purpose of misleading Am- 
erican sailors into the belief that Cer- 
vera has taken his way hoinoward. 

Madrid, May 24.— Tho same myster- 
ious silence reigns in ollicial circles to- 
night as cliaracteri;;od it Inst night. The 
government discloses nothing from the 
seat of war. La Correspoudencie Ks- 
I)ana observes: "Au unexplained feel- 
ing of despondency is nofltceable* As no 
bad news has been received we can only 
suggest that this feeling is caused by 
fears of a prolongation of the war."

"1 '"Stance of the goverumcut 
h eh while extending tho objects ami 
po\\ers of the original class of associit- 
iions, made provision to include in ud- 
ditu>n to, or rather to combine with ag- 
riculture and its interests, horticultural 
and cogmito interests as well as provid- 
ing for tho creation of a Provincial 
Horticultural and Fruitgrowers' associ- 
ation, having for its object the general 
advancement of the interests of the 
fruit growers throughout the province. 
\y'ilh the view of empowering the iiro- 
^iiicial association to practically benelit 
provincial farmers and frnitgiowers, it 
is empowered to hold meetings and ex- 
hibitions, and to distribute prizes, dip- 
lomas and awards of merit; to obtain 
seeds, plants and trees for distribution 
for the purpose of improving existing 
stock and to procure the introduction and 
cultivation of ne\v kinds and varieties; 
to adopt a systematic method of procur- 
ing and distributing practical infornm- 
tion respecting the objects for which 
it is formed and generally to exercise 
all necessary corporate powers for the 
benefit of the agricultural classes 
throughout the province. 

In addition to this provincial board 
the old proviaions respecting local as- 
sociations are kept in force, being, how- 
ever, improved in many respects, and 
the associations given all necosBary pow- 
ers to enable them to be of pnietical 
assistance to the members and the farm- 
iivg classes generally. 
THE FRUITGROWERS' ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

Under the powers conferred by those 
acts a number of agricultural associa- 
tions have been formed throughout the 
country for the purpose of holding exhi- 
bitions and for mutual improvement, to 
v/hich the government has extended lib- 
eral aid. Among tlie most important of 
these may be mentioned the British Co 
liiinbia Fruitgrowers' Association, in- 
gani/.iil. under a special act, in INS'l. 
'J'his association lias been very success- 
ful from the outset, and at the time it 
was formed created a great deal of in- 
terest in the subject of fruit growing, 
iiud gave an inqietus to tlia: industry 
wlil(4i has been developed on the linos 
then laid down. This ass<iciation was 
started when there was practically no 
iigricultural ilcpartinoiit to i)erfonii 
similar work, and in addition to briii 
ing the farmers together and uniting 
tlicin for the pnriiose of carrying out 
I'oiiiinon objects and improving the in 
diistry, it was instniinental in disseniiu 
ntiiig very niiich valiiabl(> information, 
both in reganl to the agricnlt.U'al capa 
bilities of the province and as to tin 
best methods to be employed. It also did 
miit'h tow»ards placing within the reach 
of its members information respecting 
the prevention and extermination of 
insect pests, which began to make their 
appearance early in tiie history of the 
association. Latterly the work of thi 
Fruitgrowers' association has been large- 
ly taken up by the ofllcors of the depart 
nient of agriculture and the board o 
bort icniture, which have carried on tin 
work then coninienced with greater sys- 
tem and coinpletenes!;. One special fca 
ture of the work of the association diir 
ing tlu! i)ast two or three years has been 
the <'ncouragenient of co-operation on 
practical lines for the purpose of linding 
new markets and of alTording better 
f;icilities and better methods of mar- 
keting. Under its :igents several frait 
exchanges have been established and tli 
one on the Eraser valley has dcjiie an iin- 
portiint wiu'k in this resjiect, and its o] 
orations are rapidly extending. It ha 
succeeded in linding a. market for Brit- 
ish Columbia fruit in the Northwest 
markets, in . obtaining concessions with 
regard to freight rates, and obtainini 
co-operatidns among its inenibcrs U\ 
the pnrpose of disposing of their i)ro<l 
uce. This will undoubtedly develop in 
to an important agency, and its effect 
are already quite appreciable.. It is jios 
Bible that in tho near future tho Fruit- 
growers associations may become merged 
into the Central Farmers' Institute, th( 
scopi> of which includes all that is coii- 
touiplated and p(>rforined by the Fruit- 
groweis' association. It, however, de- 
serves, special recognition on account of 
the pioneer work performed under its 
aiiapieeB.- . ; " , ■ . .

Dairymen's i association are other insti- 
tutions whichrliaVe come into life within 
tho period referred to: Their sphere of 
operation is not so extensive as that of 
the Fi'iiligrowors' association, but thoy 
have done very useful work'. It is pos- 
sible that these, too, may become merged 
into the Fanners' Institute, but that de- 
pends of course upon the disposition of 
the members themselves. 
PROVINCIAL BOAllD OF IIOHTI- 
, OULTUliE. 
In order to further assist the provin- 
cial fruitgrowers, and- to- render them 
'protection as well as assistance, there 
was passed in 1S04: a statute which, 
with its amending acts, is consolidated' as 
chapter 94 of tlie Revised Statutes, 
1807, and is known as the "Horticultural 
Board act." This act as amended in 
j807 divides the province into three dis- 
tricts as follows: (1) The first district 
comprising A'unconver Island tiiid the 
islands adjacent tlierelo; (2) the second 
district comprising the electoral di.stricts 
of New ^Vestlninsctcr city, Vancouver 
city, Westminster, Cassiar, and that por- 
tion of Coniox lying on the liiainland of 
British Columbia; C!) the third district 
comprising the remainder of British (,'ol- 
iinibia not included in the two other 
districts. 

The act creates a provincial board of 
horticulture composed of the minister 
of agriculture and the (deputy minister 
of agriculture ns ex-ollicio members, to- 
gether with three members to be ap 
pointed by tlie Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, one from each of the above dis- 
tricts; the appointed members must i-c- 
side in the district for whidi they are 
appointed; they are selected with refer- 
ence to their practical knowledge of and 
abilities ia the classes of objects to be 
dealt witli by the board, and hold oilh-t 
for a term of four years, Tho objects 
of tho board arc, first, to prevent fli 
spread of contagious diseases in orchards 
and gardens and among fruit and fruit 
trees, and for Uie prevention and extir- 
pation of fruit pests and the diseases of 
fruit and fruit trees and orchard and 
nursery stock, and, socoud, to prevent 
the importation of any diseased fruit, 
trees, plants, or nursery stock. To effect 
these purposes the board is empowered 
to make all necessary regulations and to 
take all necessary steps for the pnrpose 
of preventing the spread of contagious 
diseases in orchards and gardens and 
among fruit and fruit trees, and for the 
prevention, treatment, cure and extirpa 
tion of fruit pests and tho diseases of 
fruit and fruit trees, for tho disinfection 
of grafts, scions, or orchard debris, 
pty fruit boxes or packages, and other 
nspected material or transportabU? nr 
tides dangerous to orchards, fruit and 
fruit trees, and for the inspection and 
disinfection or destruction thereof, or of 
iion-fruit-bearing trees or shrubs which 
may carry contagion, and also for re 
quiring all cases of contagious diseases- 
or fruit pestsja.be reported to the hoard, 
These regulations are circulated in print 
ed form by the board among tlie / 
growers and fruit dealers of the prov 
iuce. ' 

PRACTICAL RESULTS. 
Regarding the practical working of 
the board of horticultnre a great deal 
might bo said. However, it is luinei'os 
sary hero to deal witli it in ii coniprehen 
sive way. The work of tho board, a' 
though not so fully appreciated and s 
well known as it should be has bei 
most beneticial. The members ilav(^ de 
voted a great deal of time and put forth 
very earnest etforts towards acconiplish- 
iiig objects .sought by the legis'atiuii 
creating the board. Its work has bee: 
three-fold in character: (1) As to 11 
inspection of fruit and nursery stock j 
order to i)revent the importation of dis 
eased fruit or nursery scions; (2) in frain 
ing and enforcing regulations for the 
conduct of the fruit industry in respec' 
to tho prevention and extermination of 
fruit posts concerning which the province 
was at one time seriously threatened 
and it has only ;l)eea by .constant i igil 
auce on the part of tlio officials that com 
paratlve immunity has been obtained 
and (3) in respect to educating the farm 
ers and fruit growers of the province ai 
to the science and best methods of lior 
ticulture in every department, including 
planting, cultivation, pruning, harvest 
ing and marketing, Tho inomijcrs of 
the board, who are all zealous and elli 
cioiit men. have travelled over the por 
tions of the province in which fruit 
growing is carried on, and visited in 
dividual orchards, have iiistrnct.d farm 
ers, delivered addresses and in ma 
other ways have promoted inteiest !in 
produced good i-(>sults generally. 

It may be slated hei(! that the prov 
ince of British ("olunibia has been Ih 
pioneer in Canada in respect to this im 
porUuit work, and in no other provinc 
has such systematic efforts been put in 
force, and had a. •similar system been 
carried out in Eastern Canada, it -ivould 
not have been necessary to-day to liav 
enacted tlie stringent legislation th 
has recently been placed upon the sta- 
tute books of the Dominion, preventin 
the importation of foreign nursery sto 
which is now a serious matter to man. 
of our farmers, owing to contracts which 
hav(! been eiitci-ed into, and to !lie ilitll 
culty which is exiierienced in obtaini.i 
a suliicient su|iply of the right varietie 
for orchards from the South where th 
conditions are similar. The regulatio 
of the department have been carried o 
jiidlcionsly as well as effc^ctively, ai 
there is absolutely nothing to be c-jni 
plained of in regard to the manner i 
which tlie duties of the board have bee 
performed. 

D.VIUYING. 
Chisely allieil to tho agricnllil/.il i.nd 
fniit-growiiig interests, and fully eipial 
to them in point of importance, is th 
subject of dairying and the providing 
means to render possible the consolid: 
tion of tlie individual resources 
district so as t(j insure a greatly iiicreaS' 
<'d and more marUetable product with 
corresponding of profits to tho individual 
fanner. To effect this purpose several 
acts have been passed, tlie first bein 
the Dairymen's AsBOOlation Act, ISO-I 
the second the Dairymen's Association 
.•Vet, 1S9S, and tlie third the Creameries 
Act, 1890. These acts have been coi 
solidated in the above rirder as Part I 
Part 11., and Part IH. of tho revised 
Dairy Associations Act, chapter 18 o 
the Bevisod Statutes, 1807, 

I'art I. provides for tho incorporation 
of a Provincial Dairymen's Association 
which is given a charter coveiaii!.' th 
province, with iiower to hold exhibi'ion: 
for the display of dairying iirodu.-t 
which prizes, diplomas, or other award 
of merit may be given; to purcliasi 
in;plements of dairying as may Ix! 
ed advisable for the iniriKiae iH' expiM' 
inenliiig and for the education of t 
public in the art and science of I'lr.-ietical 
dairying; to purchase, hold and dispoi 
of lands, erect buildings, and olitain all 
necessary eiiuipinents therefor 'I'or the 
purpose of experiment or instruct iim in 
the methods of dairying, or holding ex- 
hibitions, or the establishment of a col- 
lection of products, articles and imple- 
ments pertaining to . the, study of dairy- 
ing; to orgahize/'fcstabltshfVand coifduct 
a bureau for the collection and di.^sem- 
ination of information bearing mil the 
science of dairying and a departnieiit for 
tho promotion of that science.

I'erhaps tlie most marked udvaiu'e ui 
tigriculture in British Columbia has l,eeii 
made in the direction of the dev.d ip- 
ment of the dairy industry, and iiom a 
time when tlie province imported almost 
all its supply of butter from outside 
points, the several croamorios winch are 
established now are ax-tive competitors 
in the market ami secure u laru'e sliarc 
of osi>ocially the fresli batter tradi'. .1 lie 
dairy industry is only in its mlaiiry as 
yet. "and with the olforts being put lorili 
"by the governiueiit and the various asso- 
ciation and joint sl(jck concerns, we may 
safely anticipate that witliiii a fev,- years 
the dairy industry will be on- of the 
most imimrtant liraiiclies of airnoiilture 
in this province. The province itself is, 
in respect to nutritious grasses, piire 
water, and other essentials of dairying, 
admirably adapted for carrying on the 
industrv, perhajis not on so large a scale 
as ill the North West or iu Australia, 
but siillicietit to supply all the wants of 
the province even with the growing de- 
mands which are being made upon the 
market for local consumption. 

FAK.MKUS- INSTITUTES, 
lu this counection it is desirable to refer 
!it some leuglli to the Farmers' Insti- 
tutes, an act to establish which was 
passed in the se.-sion of_lSP7 with am- 
eudiiients in lSi)S, and the most im- 
liortJiiit of all, the Mutual Credit Asso- 
ciations of the present sissi^. 

The establishment, of the Farmers In- 
stitutes was provided for in an act pass- 
ed iu the session of 1897. T'lie legisla- 
tion is based upon that of Ontario and 
Manitoba, the best features of which are 
incorporated. The.-e are additional fi-a- 
tures applicable to the conditions of the 
province of British Columbia. In addi- 
tion to this also there is a section pro- 
vidinp; for the siieedy incoporation of 
associations formed for tlie purpose of 
carrying out such objects as dairying, 
the 'establishment of fruit exchamics, 
fruit canning mutual erc'dit asso-.-iatious 
or other enterprises calling for the co- 
openitiou of farmers. Althoui-'li it was 
considered at first an a(n: soniewliat in 
advance of ithe iV?(piireiiieiits of the 
province on account of the sparsity of 
population in rural district-s, its provis- 
ions have been taken hold of with earn- 
estness and zeal in all parts oC the prov- 
ince, and tlier(> are now twelve regularly 
organized institutes which are carrying 
on their work under the direction of a 
siipiuuiitendeiU, aiipoiiiled t>y the gov- 
ernment, in a practical and systematic 
manner. The result of these, as was an- 
ticipated has been to cause the farmers 
to take a more active Interest in the 
problems of agriculture, and to draw 
them together more closely on the lines 
of co-operation. A number of well-in- 
formed and progressive farmers have 
been selected to address the moeliiigs of 
the Farmers-' Institutes on livi; topics, 
and much liif<Mniation of a valiialili' eliar- 
acter is being imparted in addition to 
the increased interest which is being 
manifested and the improv(-il luelliods 
which are being adopted as a consi'- 
quouoo. 

Agitation is the mad wliicli leads to 
reform of all charactei-, social or pnlili- 
cnl, and it has been through the ag'>n- 
oies of such institutions establislied by 
the government lhat the af,'ric-iillir.isls 
of the province have been aroused to an 
appreciation of tlio possiliilities of agri- 
culture in this jiroviiice and have been 
led to serioasiy discuss methods and is- 
sues of vital importance to their own 
interests. It is quite probable that 
tlirough the agencies cf the Fiirnu'rs' 
Institutes, co-operation ,and organization 
ou a comprehensive scale will be elTect- 
ed, and as" it is contemplated that the 
Farmers' Institutes should include n ron 
sidcration. and supervision of all iigri 
- cultural matters, placing the control di 
rcctly in the hands of the f minors tliem- 
selvosj it is not improbable that all the

iCoalnnd of advancing money to farnu'is 
ftu- the purpose of paying oil their 
inortgages, thfe government accepting 
first mortgogos for security. There were 
many things to be fakeii iato considera- 
tion and many conditions to observe. The 
government after faking everything into 
iisidcratioii decided to adopt a system 
which ill many respects i-eseuib!e's tlie 
agrlciiltural credit assocatioiis of (Jer- 
maiiy and for all piMcfieal purposes is 
The same as the a;;iiciiltural anil villager 
banks of Cre.-it Kriiaiu, with this (iilTer- 
ence, that wliil(> lliese associa I ions in 
Kuroiie hy tlie comlnncd -;'redir of the 
Jiiembers can obtain advinces friun llie 
banl;s at a rat,^ of interi'st correspond- 
ing to tin' governiiH iit rale in tills coiin- 
tiy. •■111(1 are indeiieiidcnl of government 
assistance, no .-Jiich ari-aii;;<'iiienr was 
possible in liritisli Ci)hiinbia chere in 
order to obtain by united creilit cheap 
money it was necessary for tlu! govern- 
ment to take the place of the private 
guarantors in Europe. The system 
based sol(>ly upon tho 
I'llINCirLF OF CO-OI'KIIATION 
by which the individuals of the cmii- 
luiiiiily pool their credit and their as- 
sets for the purpose ohtMining advances, 
which are made through the assoi-iation 
to individual members anil for which 
the association as a whole becomes re- 
sponsible, the association being author- 
ized to accept proper security, both real 
and personal, for repayment. The gov- 
ernment thereby does not deal directly 
with individuals, but witli communities 
of individuals, and through' tlio act, and 
by rales and regulationse to be pronuil- 
gatod under the act, provides for an 
adequate system of supervision and for 
tho reasonable safety of the o|ier:ilion 
of the system, which is iiractiv'ully an 
adaptation of coiumercial baiikinu' to 
agriculatural conditions. U'he primary 
object ot tho legislation is not to iiay 
olT mortgages of fanners, allliongli this 
may be incidentally acconiiilished to tlic 
extent to which the a^sociatiyu has pow- 
er to loan, btit for tho purposes o* de- 
velopment, and afi'ordiiig farmers creilit 
to the extent of the security they can 
olTer for carrying on the ordiiiar.v re- 
proihiclive business of farming, whether 
it lie clearing, draining,, buying stock, 
harvesting their crops, building, orwiiat 
not, so long as the objects are legiti- 
mate, the methods intelligent, and the 
expenditure of tlie money properly made. 

The measure of course must bo more 
or less experiiueiital and in the very na- 
ture of filings a tentative one, and ex- 
perience in actual operation may sug- 
gest many changes and amendments to 
adapt it to the refiuircments of the pro- 
vince. The success of tho system de- 
pends to a large extent upon the lion- 
esty and industry of farmers themselv.'s, 
and upon the elllcient administration of 
the details. 

The inauguration of agriiailtural cred- 
it associations bus been hailed by many 
with satisfaction as indicating a ib'sire 
ou the part of the governiiicnt to ni.'et 
the needs of the agriiailtural coiimiiinity 
in a iiractical way. and as the introdiic- 
lion of a progressive pidii-y of agricul- 
tural (lev(>lopnient wliicli, is as success- 
ful as its merits deserve, will iiie.iii file 
revolutionizing of agricultural methods 
ill this proviiico, and the giving to the 
industry a status far in advance of 
what it has ever heretofore had. The 
system has worked out with great suc- 
cc'ss on the coutineni of Europe under 
conditions less favorable and with fewer 
ojiportunitios than exist in British Col- 
umbia. It .-■uccessful, too, it will set 
an example for the whole Dominion of 
Canada and the continent of America 
and will sidve iiiaiiy of tho more serious 
priiblenis which at tho present time con- 
front the farmer, who from the fierce 
coinpetitiou waged by the cheai) labor 
of foreign countries has had for a iiniii- 
her of years jiast but a small margin to 
reward his neceasiirily laborious efforts. 
AID IN OTHEB WAYS. 
IJeference in tho foregoing has only 
been incidentally made to the expendi- 
ture incurred by the government from 
year to year for agricultural purposes, 
wlii<'li ill all directions, directly ami in- 
directly, has iu recent yi-ars aggregated 
'27} or .'10 thousand dollars a year, nor 
has reference l)i'eii made to the large 
sums loaned to the farmers of the l''ra- 
ser \'alley in order to assist llieiii in re- 
covering from the disastrous effects of 
the lloodin.i,' of the I'raser river in ISOI. 
'J'liere is also to consider the very lar^'c 
sums tliiit liave been e.xiicniled ami aie 
being expeiiileil by the government in 
connection with tlie dyking enterprisos 
of the I'raser Uiver Valley for ]mr|iose 
of reclaniatiou and iiroli'ctioii of the 
rich delta lauds of tlie district alTecled 
by ovinflow. the result of which is that 
uiiout 100,000 acres of the best land 
of British Oolumhia will be made avail- 
able for cultivation, in the highest de- 
gree, and will render those Iniids capable 
of jiroducing a vast amount of wealth 
in the years to coiiio. 

In view of nil that has boon stat(!d in 
the foregoing, which merely presents an 
outline of the policy of agricultural de- 
velopment pursued by the government, 
it cannot bo reasonably luaintaincl by 
the most captious critic that the gov- 
eriiuieut has not done all In its jiower 
to advance and promote tb.e interests of 
the fanning c onununity. 

TUK AGllTctJLTUKAL DEI'T. 
It has also instituted by. its agricul- 
tural department a bureau of iutelli- 
geneo which has from time to time is- 
sued most valuable iuforiaation not only 
for tlio benefit of the farmers in the 
various districts themselves but for tlie 
information ot intoiidiug settlers. It 
was for II long time a standing miud; 
against llio province that it was m\'es 
siiry to import so largi a share of tin 
ordinary necessaries of life wliicli could 
be produced in the province itself, and 
that fact hits exi'ited much (Muniueiil 
both within and outside the' jirovin 

By the policy of ilirecfiiig attention to 
our agricultural resources in a pra"ti:'al 
wa.v anil affording facilities for (level ip 
meiit, it. will not be longer competent for 
critics to point the linger of scorn at 
tin? lack of production in British Col 
iiiiibia, hut on the olhor hand, from be- 
ing an iniiiortiiig iioptiliitiou we will soon 
take rank as n iiopulatloii capable (d' ex 
porting its varied products to other pro 



vinces and other countriesi-hcsidesVade- 
quately supplying the eyer.incrcasihg. dc- 
nuinds ot home rcohsumpdotiw'ly-^^^^s'-^ 
AN AGRipULTUKAIi : ObMHISSlON 
It is nol, ■h()weveii|,-"theWtentiou of the 
governiuent.' ;toi^top.herei''hiit to extend 
its operations to new fields and iu other 
directions. The hon. the I'rehiier in 
Ills budget speech as Miuister of Fin- 
ance, indicated tho policy of the gov- 
erniueiit ill respect to other iiiiportaiit 
niattors which were having the iitteii- 
tiou of the governiueiit. He referred to 
the iiroblems of irrigation by wliich the 
dry belts of the interior might be made 
capable of much greater resnlts, and to 
the subject of cold storage. He pointed 
oat that by establishing adeiiuale cold 
slonige facilities at some convenient 
point iu the interior lhat great advant- 
ages would ensue to the farmers there 
wlierc cattle raising was a iiredoininant 
industry. If farmers could sell their 
cattle iu tile fall of the year when in 
good condition, or Itlll and store Ihe 
beef so us to be available to supply tlie 
coast markets regularly a great saving 
would be directly effected to the farm- 
ers, besides the many other advantages 
and beiielits that wonlil indirectly ac- 
crue. I'ursuaiit to what was an au- 
nouncoineut of the governnieiit's policy 
provision was maili! in the suiipleineut- 
ary estiinuites lor the apiiointiiient of a 
<;i)iiiiiiissi(Ui which will have for its ob- 
ject .-i careful eii(]iiiry into the suliji'ct 
of irrigation, cold storage, the mortgagi? 
tax ami liiiaucial difficulties of tlie far- 
mers and other mutters affecting their 
interests not yet dealt with by tlie gov- 
criinieut. An exiiiiiistive report ou these 
subjects may no doubt be anticipated, 
and undoubtedly it will have the consid- 
eration of the government with a view 
to further legishitive enactment. 

The subject of the mortgage tax is one 
which has been promineutiy before the 
public for several years, and has had 
the serious consideration of the gov- 
ernment with a view to avoiding the in- 
cidonco of taxation falling upon the 
mortgagors as it does at present In luaiiy 
iiistanees. This, however, is siirroiind- 
ed with many dilliculties. It may be 
slated here that la-jrtgages are taxed by 
every known 'government and a similar 
ditllcnity has arisen (dsewhere as to the 
incidence of taxation. The problem has 
nowhere yet been satisfactorily settled, 
but the goverunieut hopes to see its way 
clear to practical solution. Iji this 
connection it may be staled that the at- 
titude of tho government with respect 
to the mortgage tax was well presented 
in a letter written by thc-hou. the Pre- 
sident of the Executive Council to his 
constitu tents, an extract from which is 
here given: 
"(1) Kepenl the Mortgage Tax. 
"To the first question I can only say 
that I. as well as the rest of the gov- 
ernment and the government supporters, 
are anxious to have this mis-called mort- 
gage tax re|ieali'd, but repealed iu such 
a way as to meet the wishes of tlie 
inort.!.'ages. viz.: to lift ihe burden of 
the tax from their shoulders. No solii- 
lioii of this matter after various meet- 
ings lias lien arrived at. and the dilli- 
culties are of such a nature that the 
goveriiiiieiit has iilaced upon the supjile- 
iiieiitar.N- (■stiiuates a sum of .'>1.()(M) for 
a comiiiission to reiiort ou financial dif- 
lictilties of agriculturists, irrigation, etc., 
which will Include the mortgage tax (so- 
culled'l. 

"I lioiie that this commlssimi will, af- 
ter calling evidence and iiiature consid- 
eration, lie able to siig^'est a solution of 
what in my view is a most intricate 
problem." 

LlTEIlATUItE FOIl FAKMFRS. 
.■\s further evidence of the desire of 
the governinent to henelit the au'iii-nl- 
turist. a system of circiil.iling libraries 
has been provided for, whereby rural or 
other coiniiiuiiil ies may be supplied witli 
suitable literature. Tliis v.ili include 
stanihinl works of iiiteiesi (o the young- 
iple, both boys ami girls, of his- 
tory, travel, and biography; and of the 
latest and best books in agriculture. 
These will be passed on from time to 
time. HO that in time every community 
will have the benefit of all fiio volumes 
purchased or tivailable for ibis puriK.se. 
As tJie great majority of the books so 
ircuhited. especially those of piirticii- 
lar interest ami value to fanners, would 
otlierwisc not be available, great bene- 
fits should accrue from the establiih- 
nieiit of such a system.

SIR LOUIS pAVIES' MISSIOX. 

The mission of Sir Louis Ilavies to 
W!isliiii);ti)n possesses Kreiit interest to 
_(lie people of liotli ciiuiitrii's. Its scope 
seems to be wide enough to embnieo 
ever conceivable question that has aris- 
en or can arise between thotn. In the 
present temper of tlie people of the Unit- 
ed States it will doubtless be found pos- 
sible to elToet a satisfactory arrango- 
luent uiion every open Hubjcct. The 
most acute lias been the seiilinsr dispute, 
but as far as it relates to the future of 
the two eouiitries, it is by no meaus the 
most important. It comes home very 
closely to the people of Victoria, but it 
scarnoly touches the rcniaindor of the 
lUimiiiion. W(> nienn now tinnneially, 
for whether Cauadiiins live in \'aiicou- 
ver Island or Cape Breton, they are 
alike interested in seeing that the riglits 
of tlieir fellow subjects are not wrong- 
fully abridKiHl. In the iMiited States 
tlie sealing (luestioii is seari'ely local. 
It hardly rises to the magnitude of a 
local issue. It is simply n eomniercial 
proposition in which a few capitalists 
are intereste<l. Qinte a large nund)er 
o£ the p(M)ple ot that country are of the 
opinion that tlie view taken by their 
government is utterly without warrant. 
Tliero ouglit to be no diflicnlty in arriv- 
ing at a solution of the <inestiou, which 
can lie adjusted by the payment of an 
iiideniidty by one side or the other to 
those Canadians who are interested in 
the l)nsiness. 

Tlie bonding privilege is one of iiiutii.il 
ndvantagp, which can bo disposed of on 
terms fav(U-al)le to both countries. Abmit 
all that there is to do on lliis subject 
is to arrive at an agreement that shall 
be ■ permanent. The geographical rela- 
tion of the two nations is such that it i.s 
liighely <lesirable for commerce to move 
freely .ncross the boundary line, no mat- 
ter where its destination may be, with 
such restrictions only as may be neces- 
■sary to prevent smuggling. The only ob- 
jection to this is that the Amorclan rail- 
ways may oppose an arrangement which 
will enable Canadian lines to underbid 
tliem for the buisiues of American cities, 
but as ill the course of anotlior year, 
the Canadian roads are lilcely to be un- 
der the control of a railway coiuniission, 
just as the roads of tlie United Slates 
now are, it will bo possible for the gov- 
ernments of the two countries to prerent 
such competition as_wi!l create friction, 
while permitting sutlicieut freedom in 
the arrangement of rates to give oacli 
country the benefit of its natural advant- 
ages. 

Tlie Atlantic and Pacilic lislieries will 
have to be taken into considi-ratiou. 
There are quite a iiuniber of points .•iris- 
ing out of these that call for adjnsl- 
mont, but they are not so dilliciilt that 
tlioy cannot be easily arranged if both 
parties approach them in a siiirit of con- 
ciliation. 

The alien labor laws of both countries 
must bo dealt with if every cause ot 
friction is to be removed. There is no 
good reason why two countries like the 
United Stjites and Canada should emict 
laws preventing the free inovemeut of 
people across the boundary line. Akin 
to this are the rights of the citizens .if 
•each country to hold property in the 
olhor. Thus, citizens of the United 
Statees can liold iiiiuiug claims and 
have very much greater privileges in re- 
spect to the ownership of property and 
in tlie organization of companies in 
Cauiula than Canadians have in the 
United S1att>s. There ongbt to be iier- 
feet reciprocity on these matters. 

'Eba coasting trade ot the two coun- 
tries ought to be settled upon a com- 
mon sense basis. At present the ar- 
rangement is ridienlous. It is absurd 
that while a Canadiuu veissel may go to 
Seattle for cargo and passengers for 
Victoria; it could not take on or dis- 
charge any jiortioii of its load at Port 
1'{)wnsen(l, or tlial a ('anadiaii vessel 
sailing from Victoria to Skagway <'on,(l 
not take on passengers at Wningel: or 
that an Ainericiin vessel sailing from 
• Seattle to the norllieni ports cannot 
carry passengeis between Victoria and 
any \nnn[ on thi' liritish Columbia coij.st. 

Hut perhaps the ino.st imiiortant ques- 
tion of all to be discussed iS llitit of re- 
ciprocal trade. It is tiJso the most diH'- 
ifiilt. Since reciprocity willi the United 
States was hist under consideration in 
Canada a new condition of affairs has 
arisen. An attempt lias been made to 
•develop more intiniat" trade relations be- 
tween Canada and the Mother Country. 
There is nothing in this of itself that 
nee<l pres'ent the most intimate trade 
•relations between this country a id its 
southern neighbor, so tdv as the latter is 
•concerned. It could make no possible 
differonco to the United States uiion 
whiit terms Canada sees lit to permit 
British goods to enter the country. The 
shoe is on tlio other foot. If we grant 
tlie United' Statbs suiili broad privileges, 
in our niiirket as are implied in thi? word 
•leciprocity what will become of' British' 



preferential trade? It may continue in 
theory,; but there,;_w^^ nothing left of 
it in fact. True' tlioro is nothing much 
now left of it but lli"in\v, but we have 
all been in hopes that it wouiii become 
something very real in the near future. 
If means can be devisud ^vhurcby a fre(!r 
interchange' of 'coinmoclitios between tU'.-i 
<'oiintry and its soutbi'm neigbb ir ciui 1)0 
elTected without interfering with the 
developinunt of intor-Euipiro commerce, 
we are sure .the people of Caunda would 
hold up both hands for it. S.) far as 
the British government is concerned, 
there would doiiblh'ss bi; no objection 
raised to any pl'iu of reciprocity that 
-may be suggested. Anything that pro- 
motes the commercial welfare of Cana- 
da is certain to increase her importance 
as a customer of tlio United Ivingdoin. 
Wo have the most .j-mcrous Mother pos- 
sible to deal with, and her noble generos- 
ity will bo extended to the utmost 1o 
make possible the most friendly rela- 
tions betwee'n the daughter, who is keep- 
ing house for herself, and the younger 
one, who has no intention of ever leav- 
ing the family circle. 

ANGLO-AMEUtCAN UNITY. 

The New York IIi>rald publishes let- 
ters from a uumhcr of proniineut iniblic 
men in the United Stales on the (lUestioii 
of an alliance between that country and 
Groat Britain. They are all aliki; in 
desiring to see closer and more friend- 
ly relations established between the two 
countries than have prevailed until very 
recently, but arc divided as to the de- 
sirability of a fonnal iilliaiice being ne- 
gotiated. The obstacle seems to be a 
belief that it will' he [lossihle for the 
United States to resume its traditional 
policy of non-iuterference witli the af- 
fairs of other countries. It is not easy 
to see bow this can be tlio case. The 
interests of the I'liilcd States are no 
longer contincd to this continent. While 
there remained a vast region of unoccup- 
iiMl territory to the West, there was 
scope for the restless energy of the 
people; but now Unit the shore of the 
I'acitic ocean has been reached and there 
is no more room Cor expansion, the in- 
nate; desire ot the population for new 
lields to conquer will iiLcessitate the es- 
tablishment of now relations with oth- 
er countries. Undoubtedly (Icorge 
Washington was a wise man, but the 
doctrine which lie promulgated for the 
guidance of five million people, living on 
the Atlantic seaboard, can hanlly a])- 
|il.v to seventy millions spread acrc.'-s a 
continent. It is also true that wlat 
would be right in a nation, st.aigg'ing in 
the infancy of existence and trying the 
greatest experiment in govornment evi r 
i attempted, ma.v not be right for a ;)co|de 
grown to be one of the great. ]iowers, 
whose institutions Imvo been proved by 
more than a century of trial. 

At the same time it is not very clear 
that a delinite iilliance between the two 
count ries is either necessary or desir- 
able. What is far better is ihat all ex- 
isting causes of friction between them 
should bo removed and that good fool- 
ing should be cultivated. 'I'liis would be 
better than a mere alliance of govern- 
ments; for neither Great Britain iior the 
United States would be bound for 
twenty-four hours by an ag.'oenient 
which did not meet witli the approval 
of the people. On the other liaud, only 
let the hearts of the two great democra- 
cies beat in unison, and there is no more 
need for promises in writing between 
them tlian there is for a contra.jt for 
niutual protection between fatlier rnd 
son. 

It is not difllcult to discovor reasons 
why the United States might have rea- 
son to (d)ject to an Jilliaiicc with (Ircat 
IJiitain, and why it would be •inre.is in- 
able for the latter to ask it, unle-:s |)re- 
pared to offer some substantial ciuid pro 
quo. British interests are far more 
rainilied than those of the United States, 
h'or example, only a day or two ago !i 
serious (piestion arose between (Jreat 
Kritain and France regarding West Af- 
rica. One can hardly suggest any de- 
fence of tlie bald proposition that the 
friendship of the United States for our 
country ought to lead the ^^^•lsllinK^^n 
government to make common gn uiid 
with Lord Salisbury against the Krencli 
contention there, unless, as has just been 
said, there is some substantial equiva- 
lent which we have to (}ffer. 
That sucli an ('(luivnleal. may 
be discovered, and that events 
may bring it about that the United 
States will be more desirous ot British 
support than we will be for asfiistaiiee 
from them, is by no means iinproh.ible; 
but untJl this condition of affairs has 
arisen, it is useless to talk of an alliance. 
There ought to be a feeling of profound 
satisfaction in both countries that things 
li.ivi- reai'lKMl such a stage that an nn- 
dt'rstanding of any kind is possible. Two 
or three years ago nothing seemed more 
improbable. 

When the histury of llic Iransai'tio'is 
iu diplomatic circles coiiics to he iinder- 
stood, it is likely lo be found that ( Jreat 
Britain has done ninch more than ap 
pears on the surfiico to help the United 
States ill its conflict with Sjiaiu. Of <ine 
Ibiug tlHM-e is already no doiilit, iiiinie- 
ly, that if it had not boon for the Brit- 
ish gOTcmment, the Uniiod States would 
have been humiliated as no natio;i has 
been in modern times. All the condi- 
tions wpre ripe for it. The Contin'oital 
powers were eager to crush the asinra- 
tions of the republic for that promin- 
ence in- interiihtionnl affairs which such 
a populous, wealthy and intelligent na- 
tion ought to enjoy. Xothiiig was fur- 
ther from tlieir desires than that such a 
factor as the great Anieriean republic 
should enter the arena, wlu-re they lioiied 
to bccoiu(> supreme. To have to re'koii 
with (Ti-eat Britain in every (iuar,(M- of 
the globe was bad enough; to have a 
new iiower to .setlU" willi, nnd mu; that 
was equally opposed to their inetli<ids 
was to bo prevented, if .possible.. The 
diniculty over Cuba 'seemed to afford 
the desired opportunity to teach the dem- 
ocracy of America that tlie crowned 



heads of Kuropc were able and ready to 
rule the world. If the latter had been 
allowed to work their will, tli'J result 
would 'have been that the poM-er of rbo 
United Stales would have Ihhmi broken 
and a feeling of bilteriiess would liavo 
been crwited m that country agniaot the 
British 'goverhmciit; Svhtch ^ypiirs 'floiild 
not efface. Having thus isolated Great 
Britain from her only possible ally, the 
Continentiil powers would have atlcinpt- 
ed their cheriBhed. schenifr. oE dividing 
up the British Empire nnd later the 
United States, among themselves. The 
wisdom of the goveriinieiit and people 
of the Empire was equal to the occasion. 
It declared for the United States and 
against the " Ooiitinental powers, aiul 
iiuido it possible for the former to pro- 
ci'cd fearlessly in its battle for human- 
ity and liberty. Tlie people ot the 
United States hardly yet appreciate the 
full moaning of this action. AYheii Uiry 
do. they will realize that they owe a 
debt lo the British, people which they 
Clin never fully repay. 

There is little doubt that when it 
comes to the settlement ot tin; problems 
arising out of the wiir with Spain, the 
United States govoruineiit will nerd 
more than ever in the course of its ex- 
istence I he !u'li> of a powerful friend. 
The lOnropean powers have a fashion of 
reaiiing where tliey have not tiowc<l. 
when tlii\v can, and before they coiisii'nt 
to the people of the Uiiitcil States en- 
joying what they inay gain by the for- 
tunes of war, they may demand conces- 
sions, which will nullify the whole re- 
sult of the htrtlggle. We greatly mis- 
take the lempop of the American peo- 
Iile, if they will bo willing to see those 
nations, wliicli opposed thoni and would 
have interfered to reatmiii tlieiii, if tliey 
had dared, profit by the result of the 
war. But siagle-baiiilcd it yviW use- 
less for tlioin to set themselves agaiiisl 
the united voice of Europe, and tliey 
will look to London tor words and, if 
need be, deeds of support in that trying 
hour. It is b,v no iiieans unliki;ly that 
before the peace is fully reslorcil nnd 
the results of the war have be.;:i ndjiist- 
cd, Great Britain will have found a 
way to so serve the Amorieau people 
that a bond of union inii.v be ostiib'isliod 
between the two countries us intimate 
as the most nrdeiit iidvocatc ot .Viiglo- 
Saxoii iiiiit.v can desire.

The regatta on the Arm in the after- 
noon differed little In its characteristic's 
from its predecessors of twenty years 
past. In only one detail of thi.> arraiig<.- 
mont was there an innovation- the rela- 
tive superiorities of the na.-al boats and 
their crews being determined by time 
performances instead of by actual com- 
petition. The method and result w ere 
e(iually unsatisfactory to the on-look ""rs, 
but with this exci'])tion tlie regatta was 
ai'pareiitly quite as poimlar as any of 
the past. In tlie evening tliere were 
tlieatrical attractions ad lib, which with 
the assault at arms and spectacular 
st(n-ining of Dargai Heights at the drill 
Inill ( losed the eventful and ploastirable 
holiday. 



ON THE WATER. 

Thousands ()f Citizens and A'isitors I'ar- 
licipate in tlie Delights of 
Regatta Day. 

Had the gentlemen composing the var- 
ious c(miniittees for the general cele- 
bration of Her Majesty's Birthday, who 
have given so nuieh of their time to 
liorfecting tll(^ various details, been able 
to li.v the weather, they could not have 
provided brighter sunsfalnc or more de- 
lightful temperature than was enjoyed 
during the annu'at regatta at the Gorge 
yesterday afternoon. It was an ideal 
day for a water camivid, the skies -.doud- 
lesa, a warm sun and just enough wind 
from llio sea to make it pleasant. Siiiii- 
mer growns and llannels wore quite in 
order, and their bright colors added to 
the brilliancy of tile scene which has 
niaile the (iorge famous on May 2-1 for 
upwards of twenty years. There were, 
of course, just, as many, if not more, 
boats out than usual, the sides ot' tin? 
cours(> I'rom the slai-tiug point to (!nr- 
tis' I'oint lieing banked with Ihe swarms 
of pretty little pl-zasure cral'l, with here 
anil there a steam lanncdi raising a lit- 
tle coniniotiiui. the occupants of the 
launches "blessing" Ihe small boats that 
got ill their way and lieing ia turn "talk- 
eil of" by the occupants of the mor(> 
modest craft jostled by them. But it 
WHS all good niitured, for. who could be 
otherwise when out with pleasure lov- 
ing Victorians on tlioir big annual holi- 
day. The boats by no -means held all 
who speiit the day at the Gorge and 
watched the races. From shortly after 
noon there was one continual st.'3ani of 
carriages on the roads leading to the 
j:oints of vantage, wiiieh by the bye, 
iiad been very thoughtfully wtiterod by 
order of the committee, an act that add- 
ed miudi to the pleasure cjf those who 
took carriages or walked from the city. 
.Along the high banks from where a 
good view of the races could be obtained 
there were masses of people, comfort- 
ably settled in the shade of the lir trei^s, 
all having a good time. The grounds of 
tlie residcMiees along the Arm also held 
their (iiiotii of sight-seers, the owners 
in most cases holding outdoor recep- 
tions to their friends. Mingled with 
all were the couple of thouHiind visitors, 
who came from the near-by cities to 
Iielp A'ictorians celebrate the natal day 
of Britain's Queen. On the reception 
barge, where . Mayor lledfern and the 
members of the board -of aldermen kept 
opcn''lionpo,' many of these- visitors -vero 
received and made to feel that although 



away from home tliey were among 
Iriends, who were glad to see them. In 
every crowd there are naturally some 
who receive the attention of the police. 
These gentry received this attention 
yesterday in a manner timt reflects iiuieh 
la-edit on the guardians of the law. The 
force was in charge of Constable At- 
kins of the provincial police, who was 
assited by members of both the jirovin- 
cial and city-forces. Boistermisness was 
• luiekly put down and as f(n- the snre- 
thing games, the ollicers were not simp- 
ly ccuitent with sto[iping these games, 
but seized and dcstniyeif the tools with 
which they were carried on. 

The management of the races was 
loft pretty much to tlio ollicers of 11. 
M. Navy and although there was some 
delay at the start it could not be at:- 
tributed to any lack ot effort on the 
part of the olIicorH. They one and all 
worked long and hard to make the affair 
a succossi, and if npprccition is any re- 
ward they were well repaid, for on 
every side were heard words of pr.aise 
for the navy men. Ciipt. Finnis, who 
has now helped Victorians out iu their 
c<'lebrations for live successive years, 
bore a largo share of the work, seeing 
that the races were promptly stiirtod 
and f.iirly rowed, and that the course 
was ke|jt clear. liTe latter was an 
almost impossible task, but the captain, 
with the aid of his pinnaces and good 
strong voice, succeeded beyond c.tpecta- 
lions. 

A rather unhappy departure from ,ho 
usual course followed, and one that 
should not be repeated, was making 
most of the naval races time races. The 
boats started and went over the course 
singly, the time of start and finish being 
caught, and that finishing in the sliort- 
est time took the prize. This gave those 
taking part a better opportunity to row, 
they having a clear course, but from a 
spectator's point of view it was a desid- 
ed failure. AN'itli the exception of those, 
on the starter's barge and in the iin- 
mediate vicinity, nobody knew who won 
the races, the only excitement afforded 
those along the course being when two 
boats accidentally cnme in together. 

It . was 2 o'clock when the first :*aee, 
ton-oared cutters, was called and the 
boats were started one at a time, a 
few minutes being allowed be- 
tween each. In the true komso of llie 
word therefore it was not racing, tin? 
men simply rowing over the course as 
fast as they coulil. liTere were five 
starters, one boat each from the Iini)er- 
ieiise and Pheasant and two each from 
the Ampliion and Phaeton. The result 
was very <'lose, one of the Phaeton's 
boats winning from the Iiniierieuse by 
two Bocnods. The time was: 1st, Plia("- 
ton, 17.15; 2nd, Imperieusc, 17.17; lird, 
Amplan, 17.20. 

The five oarc<l naval cutters wore 
called next, a little before their turn, 
a change which worked against the 
(Quadra's crow, who did not arrive In 
lime to take part. They had the satis- 
faction, however, in the all-comers race, 
if heating the best time mnde by the 
cutters. There were fpnr entires in tlie 
livo-oared cutter races, one boat eaeii 
from the Amphiaii, I'haetoii, Pheasant, 
and A'iriigo. The Inipcrieuse crew 
again won, their time being 17.51 that 
of the Pheasant 17.54 and the Phaeton. 
IS. 27. 

The next event was a r;ie(>, the 
boats starting together. It; was the 
four-oared lapstreak race, two crews 
from the .1. B. A. A. entering. A crew 
h;ul been exiiected from A'aneouver but 
iit last minute one of the men found 
that lie eould not come, so it was left 
to the Bays to make u|) a race. The 
crews were AA^ McKay (stroke). AA'. 
Laing, P. It. Daniels and .Tohn Aden 
(bow), and It. .Tesso (stroke), .T. liriilg- 
nian, AV. .Tcsse and F. Norris (bow). Tin; 
McKay crew took the lead from start 
and held it, although thpyidid not have 
a walk over by any means. 

The Amidiion and theV Phaeton , wore 
the only ships to enter boats for the 
naval pinnace nice. The boats started 
together and made a very pretty race, 
till? Amphiou crew liiinlly pulling out 
Kullleiently to win by a coiijile of lengths. 

Decidedly the best and most o.Kciting 
race of tiie day was that for Indian war 
canoes. Unfortunately the American 
Indians di<l not <'ome over this year and 
Ihe Oowicliaiis returned home wlien they 
ieariu^l of the fire, which destroyed their 
lodges, but there were enough cnnvs left 
to guurantee a good race. Four canoes 
started, manned by the braves of A'aldez 
island, Ch'm Clemiltz (Koksihih) and 
rScH'cliy Bay. ]i''roni start to fmsli the 
A'aldez Island and Olem (!leuiiltz cui- 
oes were kept right together, the men 
lieing in roach of one anotlier during the

An important contribution to war laor- 
lulity statistics by I'rofessor \V. Kemp 
appeared in Leipzig in 1809. The nuthor 
collated and published statistics of nine- 
teen German eaiiipaigns from 1S12 to 
1804. A scientiiic investigation of the 
most important of these figures and nf 
ome later statistics was piesenteil in 
1887 by llerr Rudolf Klang, actuary to 
the .laiius Life Assurance Company of 
A'ienna, showing the war niortaiity to 
have varied in the campaigns considered 
from I'/o per cent, to 10 per oeiit.. with 
iin annual mortality of 4-1-5 per tent. 
The following table shows the iirineipal 
results obtained by this authority:

Leaving out the French figures for the 
Crimean war, which on .iccount of se- 
vere climatic conditions was Hpeeially 
heavy, the results vary from "» per 
cent, to 5 2-3 per cent., tlie Iiil;ti!r rnte 
being similar 1o that brought out by Mr. 
Brown as the war mortality of tlie Brit- 
h tinny during the Napoleonic wars. 
Aijportiomiieiit is not shown between 
mortality from battle and from disease. 

'I'lie ollicial statistics of the Gcrinaii 
osses in tlio Franco-t^lcrman war of 
1S7U-71 are imblisbcd and show :i loss 
of almost e.vactly ii per cent, of tlie to- 
tal force eii.vaged. There weix- 44.7i'2 
deaths (including the •'missing") out of 
8S7,.S70 men who took part in tli-j opeia- 
tions. Aliout .'5 per cent, was tlie mortal- 
ity resulting from the battle, tind 2 per 
cent, from disease. The war lasted 
about half a year, but it does not follow 
that had it continued for a whole .year 
the mortality in that case' would have 
continued at the same rate the deeitive 
battles having been fought early in ilie 
campaign. The mortality among olUcers 
was much greater than among the uioii, 
as the following comparative st:itement 
for tlie Girmuii army, 1870-1871, ;.lio\vs:

mortality Avhich wonlil have ■i)revalled 
among tJie men in time of peace, but con- 
sidering the ages of the men employed, 
and the general good health prevailing 
ainoiig !i picked body of men it is not 
likely that this deduction would have 
amounted to as much as 1 per cent. 'per 
annum.

The Is', y. Oommerclal Advertiser pnb- 
iisUes the following excerjit from a private 
letter written by an American travelling In 
Spain : 

•* Though there Is In niy mind not the 
slightest doubt as to the justice and gener- 
osity of our cause, my being In Simin at the 
time of the erlsiH led me to sympathize 
with S|iain to a certain degree and at least 
to wish and to believe that the results 
could Inive been brought about dllTereiitly 
Up to the time of his last message Mc- 
kinley's position was all right and com- 
iiiaiided the respect even o£ Spaniards, 
lie had Si)ain down; then his mitssage 
said to congress, ' Come, let's kick her.' 
There was Just a little bit of bullying about 
that; Just a touch, In the impatience of con- 
gress and the absence of deliberation, of 
the Fi<'iich method of conducting Dreyfus 
and Zola trials. 

" Perliajis a sound (lirasliing may do 
h'i);ilu good and may teach her .something, 
and . perhaps that Is the only way to bring 
her to a knowledge of the evils of her rule 
In Ciibii and the utter helplessness and 
silliness of her present Ideas. For, while 
the people are a jnetty tine lot In many, 
many ways, they are governed by a rott(m 
set of men, of utterly corrupt men, with the 
exception of such men as Sagasta and Mor- 
ct, .and arc fed with vile and superstitious 
Ideal), They are bound to one Idea, 'la 
honin Eupnnola,' which, as far as I could 
iiiakt' out, consists In lighting if an.v one 
lays hold of yon, and lighting bravely till 
death; bat In no wise does it consist lu pay- 
ing yoar debts and living properly and 
governing well and doing justice. .Vnd so 
tile S|ianlsh pai<ers all say and the people 
all birlleve that their ' houiu ' demands the 
present state of things In Cuba, and to 
tlieiii the Americans are a set of low-born, 
sordid guercos, oUteldus, moddlosomo, 
runty. They feed fat their Imagination 
with tales of Annaiitia anil Saguntmn, 
and they take the fnil credit of liavlng 
driven out the French in l.Sll from the I'lMi- 
liisiilii, nor, say they, but for the defec tion 
tit tile French, would the lirltisii have been 
victorious at Trafalgar, Their marine Is 
tile liest, their soldiers tlie most true and 
tried ill the world, say they nil, and, lo! 
what can los guercos Americanos do 
against the soldiers who defeated the 
great Napoleon '! That Is honestly a fair 
iicciiuiit of tlie way Spanish papers took 
tilings Willie I was In Madrid. 1 faiicv 
tliey will find this Manila light rather a 
hard luit to crack, yet you yili see theiii 
twist it round to tiieir own giorltlcation— 
' la hoara. ' God pity the mhiistrv if 
Spain Is so licked In the Atlantic. The 
people would simply tear them ii|) for hav- 
ing deceived them, and would go on being 
deceived by the next ministry. I hate to 
see them licked, but now we are at It I 
hope wo shall lick tlieni to their etpriial 
renieiiibrimce."
